this with a mecn worthy of a better 
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Fortune, and with an aflurance more 
uſual in the Conquerours then the 
vanquiſht, her Conftancy, her Courage, 
prevailed more on-the Generous Diſ- 
poſition of the Captain then all the 
mean Submitſhon of the reſt, he was 
charmed with the Greatneſs of her 
Mind, and Beauty of her Perfon, and 
defired her to be of good Courage, 
fince ſhe was fallen into the hands of 
one, who made Slaves of none but 
ſuch as deſerved to be ſo. That for 
himſelf he fought Glory more then 
Gain upon the Sca, and took more 
pleaſure to give -Liberty , then to 
make Slaves, That he left the reft of 
the Prize to his Souldiers, and defired 
only Zelidan for himſelf, and that the 
firſt brave Action they were tn, 
fhould behis Ranſome.

They paſt all that Summer 
without ever landing , but-to take in 
Freſh-Water , in which time- the new 
Zelidan ſignalized himſelf on all occa- 
fions : - There was no Veſſel taken 
where he was not the firſt Aboard 3 
ſo that the Pirate found no difhculty 
to pay him the full eſteem and friend« 
ſhip he had promiſed : The Winter 
coming on, and the Sea growing fuller 
of fears , then hopes even for Pyrates
